EIGHTH NATIONAL SUNDAY 
SCHOOL CONVENTION 

Thousands of persons who attend- 
ed the Eighth National Sunday School 
Convention of the Assemblies of God 
in Springfield, Missouri, March 15-19, 
began streaming back to their homes 
last night as the “most successful 
Sunday School convention of Ameri- 
ca” came to a close. 

The Rev. Paul Copeland, director of 
the convention, said the registration 
totaled about 4,000, and that more 
than 8,000 persons were present to 
enjoy the convention sessions. 

The final day of the convention, 
Sunday, was marked. by a city-wide 
rally for Sunday Schools of the en- 
tire community. A definite upswing 
in attendance was reported every- 
where, and much of this was attribut- 
ed to the events of the Sunday School 
Convention and to the city- and 
county-wide “Sunday School Week” 
which captured the City for Christ 
and the Church. A great Sunday 
School rally was conducted Sunday 
afternoon, which featured a visual 
display in- which representatives of 
481,045 people—the Sunday School 
army of the Assemblies of God organ- 
ization—pledged their service and 
loyalty to the work of the Sunday 
School and the church. 

Foremost in interest was the “Gen- 
esis to Revelation Bible Reading,” 
which was carried on in the main 
window of the Heer’s Department 
Store on the city square. The first 
chapter of Genesis and the last chap- 
ter of Revelation were read in unison 
by the audience at the Shrine.

TRUMAN’S PASTOR REPLIES TO POPE 
CATHOLICISM TOTALITARIAN LIKE COMMUNISM, 
HE SAYS; ASKS WHY REDS LIVE IN ROME 

WASHINGTON (AP)—President Truman’s pastor, Dr. 
Edward Hughes Pruden, said today that the Roman 
Catholic Church is totalitarian, and he rejected the in- 

tation of Pope Pius XII for Protestants to become 

tholics for a fight on Communism. 

“It is inconceivable that one form of totalitarianism can 
be defeated by the mere adoption of another form, how- 
ever exalted the ideals of the other may be,” Dr. Pruden 
declared in a sermon. 

He is pastor of the First Baptist Church, which Mr. 
Truman attends. The President was not present this 
morning however. 

“If Communism is to be defeated,” Dr. Pruden said, “it 
must be achieved as a result of men and women working 
together in a free spiritual and political atmosphere, and 
in full recognition of one another’s rights and privileges as 
individuals. 











“The very fact that Communism in Itdly has become > 


such a tremendous force in that nation after hundreds of 
years of the presence there of the headquarters of the 
Roman Church, makes us wonder if the Roman Church is 
really the answer to Communism which is frequently 
claimed for it.” 

His sermon was a reply to the invitation issued by 

pe Pius on December 23, the eve of the Catholic holy 
@:: to all believers in Jesus Christ to “return to the one 
ue church” for a union against atheism. 

Dr. Pruden, disclaiming the right to speak for all Prot- 
estants or even for his own denomination, said the sug- 
gestion that all Christians unite in one church “seems to 
me to be utterly foreign to the spirit of the New Testa- 
ment.” 


70 MILLIONS JOIN ANTI-COMMIE GROUP 

NEW YORK (UP)—Sixty national organizations, rep- 
resenting some 70,000,000 Americans, launched a perma- 
nent anti-Communist organization today to fight Com- 
munism in every town across the nation. 

The grass-roots drive was authorized by delegates to the 
American Legion-sponsored “All American” conference in 
a resolution branding world Communism as “the greatest 
present threat to domestic security and peace on earth.” 

A second conference, to be called. within 90 days, will 
establish a “permanent pro-American, anti-Communism, 
unified and cohesive organization,” the unanimously 
adopted resolution said.

In the midst of a world of turmoil, 
mistrust, unrest, wars, cold and hot, 
waging all around, with men’s hearts 
failing them for fear of the things 
coming upon them, it is with gladness 
that we have an eye opener into 
future events. God has not left us 
wholly ignorant in respect of His 
plans. The vision of Daniel’s seventy 
weeks gives us some insight into deep- 
er truths. The king’s vision of the 
great beast typifies the nations that 
would flourish until the time of the 
ten toes, when a Rock (stone) cut 
out of the mountain rolled down upon 
the feet of this great image and 
crushed them. And the stone that 
smote the image became a _ great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth. 


Two events are approaching very 
rapidly; namely, the gathering of His 
jewels (the Church) and the reveal- 
ing of the man of sin of Daniel’s writ- 
ing and the beast of Revelation (the 
antichrist). If, as any Bible scholars 
seem to agree, the Church is taken out 
of the Philadelphian age, then it is 
logical to conclude that we have 
entered the toe stage of the image. 
To the Philadelphian Church was writ- 
ten these words; Rev. 3:10. “Because 
thou hast kept the word of my 
patience.

For this we 
say unto you by the word of the Lord, 
that we which are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent (precede) them which are 
asleep. For the Lord himself shall de- 
scend from heaven with a shout (hal- 
lelujah), with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God; and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: so shall we ever be with the Lord. 
Wherefore comfort. one another with 
these words.” 

After this the seals are opened. 
“For then shall be great tribulation, 
such as was not since the beginning 
of the world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be,” Matt. 24:21. 

What is the order of the two events 
before us? Do they both transpire be- 
fore this time of trouble? 


We know the world is preparing for 
a superman, someone who can solve 
their problems and for a time give 
them promise of a new Utopia. What 
does God say about it in His Word? 
The answer is that one will come. 
Just as sure as we had the Dayspring 
from on High (Jesus) visit us in 
human form, so will this man appear 
on the scene. The conditions before 
us certainly make a springboard for 
this man of sin. What, with low 
morals, the sanctity of the home rel- 
egated too the past, crime waves in- 
creasing, mistrust, hatred, nations at 
variance with one another, peace pacts 
broken as soon as they are made, 
world security feverishly being sought 
for and on and on! Surely the world 
is in need of someone to help them in 
their affairs. He is coming! Jesus said 
so. “I am come in my Father’s name 
and ye receive me not; if another 
shall come in his own name, him will 
ye receive.” 

Has this prophecy been fulfilled? 
Has he already come? John said the 
Spirit of antichrist was present in his 
day. Many of the martyrs believed he 
was present in their day in the form 


of the Pope. When Lord Cobham was 
facing martyrdom, he was asked, 
“Then what do you say of the Pope?” 
His reply was, “He and you together 
make the great antichrist, of whom 
he is the great head; you bishops, 
priests, prelates, and monks are the 
body; and the begging friars are the 
tail.” He was condemned as an heretic 
because he would not adhere to Ro- 
man Catholic doctrine. He was final-

and burned with fire, praising a 
magnifying God.

Another argu- 
ment for it is the fact that “the 
Pope claims to be the Vicar of Christ; 
that is, one deputed, or authorized to 
perform the functions of another. 
This is indeed anti-Christian. In fact, 
all the system is. This system is the 
cause of at least 90 million martyrs 
being stabbed, shot, stoned, drawn 
asunder, beheaded, drowned, quarter- 
ed, impaled, burned, etc. 

The question naturally arises, can 
the antichrist do worse than this 
his short reign of infamy? Maybe n 
but it is certain from the accounts 
given in Scripture that his perpetra- 
tions of sufferings will seem many 
times worse. Rome has definitely a 
great amount to answer for, but the 
antichrist will undoubtedly have more.

Your Pastor 

1 Thess. 5:12, “And we beseech you, 
brethren, to know them which labour 
among you, and are over you in the 
Lord, and admonish you; and to 
esteem them very highly in love for 
their work’s sake. And be at peace 
among yourselves.” 

Verse 12, “Know them.” Act kindly 
toward them; acknowledge them as 
the messengers of Christ; and treat 
them with tenderness and respect. 

Verse 13, “Esteem them very highly 
in love.” Christian ministers who 
preach the whole truth and labor in 
the Word and doctrine are entitled 
to more than respect; the apostle 
commands that they be esteemed 
abundantly, and superabundantly; 
and this to be done in love. And, as 
men delight to serve those whom they 
love, it necessarily follows that they 
should provide for them, and see that 
they want neither the necessaries nor 
conveniences of life, I do not say com- 
forts, though these also should be 
furnished; but of these the genuine 
messengers of Christ are frequently 
destitute. However, they should have 
food, raiment, and lodging for them- 
selves and their household. This they 
ought to have for their work’s sake.— 
Adam Clarke. 

Your pastor is called, ordained, and 
set in the church as pastor-shepherd 
by God Himself. 

Purpose: Eph. 4:11-14, “And he 
gave some, apostles; and some, proph- 
ets; and some, evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; for the per- 
fecting of the saints, for the work of 
the ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ: till we all come in 
the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ: that 
we henceforth be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and carried about 
with every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleight of men, and cunning crafti- 
ness, whereby they lie in wait to de- 
ceive.” 

You will note that pastors are given 
as blessers of the church. They are 
to play a great part in the perfecting 
of the church; and in the edifying of 
the church. They are to be instru- 
mental in bringing about a state of 
unity of the faith, and of*building the

church in knowledge and stature. 

The position of your pastor is not 
a subordinate one. He is not to be 
looked upon as a second-hand man 
around the church. He is not subordi- 
nate to any member or members of 
the local church. But rather, his po- 
sition as pastor-shepherd and over- 
seer of the flock is one of honor. By 
virtue of his office, he is to take the 
oversight of the flock. He is chair- 
man of all the local church boards 
and committees. No church project 
should be launched without his knowl- 
edge or consent. No council meeting 
should be called by any member or 
members of the local church in the 
absence of the pastor. No special serv- 
ices should be announced for the 
church without first talking the mat- 
ter over with the pastor and getting 
his consent. No major changes should 
be made in any department of the 
church work without first talking 
over the proposed changes with your 
pastor. No member of any local church 
should take the initiative, or preced- 
ence over the pastor in opening the 
regular services and making the 
announcements, unless asked to do 
so by the pastor. 

No God-called, sincere pastor 
will take the oversight of a church 
as lord over God’s heritage, but will 
command the respect of his people, 
by being an example to them. 


Your Evangelist 


Evangelists, unlike pastors, are not 
appointed for a period of two years. 
Ordinarily, their engagements for re- 
vivals last from two to three weeks. 
In order that they may keep busy 
and have regular work, they must of 
necessity have one revival follow an- 
other. If there happens to be a space 
of one week between revivals, they 
are losing one-third to one-fourth of 
their time. Of course, you can readily 
see what this will do to their income. 

Evangelists, like pastors, are de- 
pendent on their ministry and the in- 
come they receive from same for the 
support of themselves and _ their 
family. Being human, they are de- 
sirous that their families be supplied 
with the necessary things of life, and 
that they and their families be able to 
appear in public in a presentable man- 
ner. If they are able to do this, it 





will be necessary for the pastor and 
churches where they are conducting 
revivals to see that they are given 
a reasonable salary in offerings each 
week. The Bible has said that the 
laborer is worthy of his hire. Those 
who have had experiences in revival 
work know that conducting revivals 
is hard work and very exacting when 
one gets into the work with all his 
or her might. 

Pastors, do your best for your eva 
gelists. If you have a good evangelis® 
and he or she does his or her best, 
your church will be blessed with new 
souls, new members, and of course, 
new members generally mean more 
finance for the pastor and more 
strength for the church. Yes, it al- 
ways costs something in dollars and 
cents to have a revival, and many 
times it would seem that the sacrifice, 
perhaps, is not justified; but my ex- 
perience has been that it pays to 
play fair with the evangelist and al- 
ways practice the golden rule. That 
is, do unto your evangelist as you 
would want him to do unto you if 
your positions were reversed. 

I am reminded now of a certain 
pastor who was asked by his state 
overseer when he planned a revival. 
His answer was, “I know I need ay 
vival, but how am I going to live i 
have to give the offerings to the 
evangelist?” It is true that his church 
was not too strong and his finance 
was limited, and because of a fear 
that he might not receive a support 
if he engaged an evangelist, this pas- 
tor kept putting off a revival effort. 
He struggled on throughout the year 
without making much progress. As- 
sembly time came, a new pastor was 
appointed to the pastorate of the 
church. The new pastor had a vision 
which reached beyond his present 
needs, financially speaking. His first 
move was to secure the best evangelist 
he could engage. He saw to it that the 
evangelist was given fair offerings, 
a revival brought in some _ good 
members, the pastor’s finance began 
to increase, and he continued to e 
gage the best evangelists he co 
secure for revivals, having one re- 
vival effort after another throughout 
the year. By the end of that Assembly 
year, his church had almost doubled 
in membership and had doubled in 
tithes and offerings over the year be- 
fore. So, after all, it is not to expen- 
Sive to have a revival and do the best 
part possible by your evangelist.—

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The Attribute of God

Text: St. John 3:34, ‘For he whom God hath sent speak- 
eth the words of God: for God giveth not the Spirit by 


measure unto him.” 


The Scripture 

As we understand the process of 
creation more perfectly, in Genesis 
1:26 we are told that God created man 
in His own image, after His likeness. 
Those who do not agree with the 
Scripture perhaps have some vague, or 
indefinite, rule which they might fol- 
low, yet with even this in the minds 
of some, there are others who express 
conviction very definite and to the 
point as to how they actually came 
into existence, from God. 

Our Ignorance 

Our ignorance at birth might well 
be compared to the very beginning of 
the human race, at which time we are 
said to have come from God. Hence, 
we believe at the time man came into 
the world, he knew nothing about 
what actually had taken place; 
neither did he know he existed, or 
where he existed, until he received 
word from God. 

The apt minds of our day are ever 
ready to prove by way of application, 
or fact, any particular thing or cause 
which might be accepted as truth. 
Men have learned that light travels 
at the speed of 186,000 miles a second, 
which can be proved; the size of the 
world, whereupon we exist, has been 
proved to be approximately 25,000 
miles around; and so it is with many 
other like examples of our time. But 
with all the learning we have in the 
world, and the many ideas of creation 
that prevail today, nothing can be 
proved as to where men came from 
except by the Scripture. God, in the 
Bible, claims to have made man from 
the elements of the earth, and this 
step confused scientists, as they could 
not find in mortal man the exact 
number of elements, for a long time; 
but finally they have discovered that 
man is composed of exactly the same 
number of elements that are found in 
old Mother Earth. 

A Son of Zebedee 

John, the writer of our text, was 
the brother of James, and was a very 
close friend of our Lord while He was 
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here on earth. He was the disciple 
whom Jesus loved and one of those 
who made up the inner circle of 
friends who were the closest to Him. 
The Gospel of John was probably writ- 
ten to the Christians in Asia Minor. 
The. main and twofold purpose John 
had in mind was to prove that Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God. Yet this 
does not support a proved fact, when 
it comes to our present-day world. 
The Open Mind 

We are instructed from our youth, 
from a time at which we knew noth- 
ing. It is said that a young American 
baby in a foreign land will come to 
know their native language, with no 
assistance, just as a foreign child 
would learn our language here. If that 
be the case, the mind is open to what- 
ever it is attracted by. One might be- 
lieve most any theory, justifiably, yet 
be out of harmony with everyone 
else who is correct. 

Everyday Experience 

Something is learned from our 
everyday experience which we might 
rightfully lay claim to, and that is the 
fact that we do exist, and we do learn 
by observation, as well as by the other 
body senses, which all of us possess, 
with few exceptions. If we are to 
know for a fact that a certain thing 
might be brought into existence, we 
are more apt to want to prove that 
fact for ourselves. If we are told that 
two parts of hydrogen and two parts 
of oxygen make water, some might 
have to perform the actual test to be 
firmly centered in this truth, while 
most of us accept the words of those 
who have found this to be the case. 
To ascertain the works, or attribute, 
of God it is then necessary to hear 
someone who has been in His com- 
pany. 

Who Was Jesus 

If we accept the Bible, our text tells 
us that, according to one of His fol- 
lowers; Jesus was sent from God, and 
was sent for a purpose. John 3:34: 
“For he whom God hath sent speak- 
eth the words of* God.” This was a 


statement from John the Baptist, 
which was brought to light over the 
question of purifying (John 3:25), 


which gives rise to more as in to 


news as to who Jesus was. In thi 
following verses, John said (v. 27) 
that man could receive nothing ex- 
cept it be given him from heaven. 
Concerning himself he says, “I am not 
the Christ, yet I am sent before him.” 
(v. 28). Then (in v. 30) he stated that 
he must decrease, but Jesus must in- 
crease. When we begin to analyze 
verse 31 and break it down, we find 
that Jesus was not only a man but 
that Jesus came from heaven. If this 
was the actual thing which happened, 
then Jesus knew something no one 
else knew about, concerning heaven. 
What Jesus Said 

John 3:32: “And what he hath seen 
and heard, that he testifieth; and 
no man receiveth his testimony.” 
Jesus was in a position to say some- 
thing that would bless the world, ye 
the world would not listen to Hi 







The fact that He knew something € 


heaven was not why they would not 
hear Him, but because what He had to 
say interfered with the way they were 
living. True enough, Jesus spoke about 
heaven, but He gave testimony of 
what men would have to do in order 
to get there. This they refused to do. 
Word Meaning 

The word “attribute” carries with it 
the thought of a quality or character 
to be ascribed to. 

God—His Attribute 

John 4:24: “God is a Spirit: and 
they that worship him must worship 
Him in spirit and in truth.” Jesus was 
speaking to a very sinful woman at 
a little city of Samaria named Sychar. 
This woman learned the truth of 
Christ’s message, for she was hones 
with herself. If Jesus came from Go 
He should know something about God. 
What did Jesus say about God the 
Father? 

The Father the Sender 

John 5:37: “And the Father himself, 
which hath sent me, hath borne wit- 
ness of me. Ye have neither heard 
his voice at any time, nor seen his 
shape.” To know the attribute of God, 
we are to remember that “attribute” 
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means quality, or character; yet in 
this passage we are at a loss to find 
either, because Jesus, the One whom 
the Father hath sent, says we have 
not heard, neither have we seen His 
shape. If we never see a thing, and 
never hear a thing, we learn nothing, 
yet it could exist without our knowl- 
edge. Someone may be at variance at 
this point, yet the text says Jesus 
spoke the words of God. John 3:34 
“For he whom God hath sent speak- 
th the words of God: for God giveth 
not the Spirit by measure unto him.” 
The Words of God 

Jesus claimed to be sent from the 
Father, in John 5:37, and if the words 
He was speaking were the words of 
God, we might admit to ourselves that 
He knew something of God, even 
though we are not able to see with 
the eye, or hear with the ear, of 
whom He spoke. 

A Quality or Character 

A quality or character of a thing, if 
we are to learn about it, must exist. 
John tells us Jesus spoke the words 
of God, in our text, and not only did 
He speak the words of God, but no 
limit is placed upon the Spirit He re- 
ceived. Then in John 5:37 we are told 
that Jesus bore witness of the Father. 
“And the Father himself, which hath 

nt me, hath borne witness of me.” 
A quality then must be a substance, 
and a character must be a person. 
Jesus was that person; Jesus was that 
character and quality. 


Jesus the Attribute of God 

1 Tim. 3:16: “God was manifest in 
the flesh, justified in the Spirit, seen 
of angels, preached unto the Gentiles, 
believed on in the world, received up 
into glory.” This scripture does not 
say that God is flesh, only God’s 
quality and character were expressed 
in the flesh, and that was accom- 
plished by His Son Jesus Christ. 

To “manifest” is to make known, 
evident to the senses, and especially 
to the sight. 

To be justified in the Spirit, Mof- 
fatt says, is to be vindicated by the 


Qu which means to lay claim to, 


or defend. 
The Claims of Jesus 

Jesus had to lay claim to the title 
which He spoke of Himself, by the 
character and quality of His life. 

In the early life of most every Chris- 
tian there will be a test or temptation 
from the enemy. Jesus, as is spoken of 
in Matthew 4, was led up of the Spirit 
into the wilderness to be tempted of 
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the devil. Had He not been that char- 
acter and of that quality to overcome 
the devil, He would not have right- 
fully laid claim to the title He pos- 
sessed. 

As we read in Heb. 4:15, we under- 
stand Jesus was tempted, and in more 
than one way. He was tempted in all 
points like as we, yet without sin. 
What was the meaning of all this? 

The Meaning 


It means He was different from 
other people. Jesus was tempted, true 
enough, but did not yield to the temp- 
tation. Then, if He did not yield to the 
devil, He must have been a quality or 
character manifested before men for 
a purpose. What was the motive? 
What was the purpose? Why did Jesus 
not give in to temptation? Did it 
mean anything for Him to be the only 
person in all the world to overcome 
the devil? Was He some kind of a 
God? 

The Manifestation of God 


Jesus was not God, as we have al- 
ready learned from John 4:24. God is 
a Spirit. Then who was Jesus? He 
never claimed to be God. As He spoke 
to His disciples after the resurrection, 
He plainly stated to them (Luke 24: 
39), “Behold my hands and my feet, 
that it is I myself: handle me, and 
see; for a Spirit hath not flesh and 
bones, as ye see me have.” So, if God 
is a Spirit, Jesus was not God, because 
He was a person. A better way per- 
haps to explain the Being of God. or 
His set manifestation, would be to 
get from the word “temptation” some 
definite fact. In James 1:13; the Scrip- 
ture says, “Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God: 
for God cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man.” 
We are told in this passage that 
it is impossible to tempt God. 
Strong’s Concordance tells us_ the 
word “tempted” here means “God is 
not to be tempted, for He is untried.” 
So we learn that Jesus was not God, 
for Jesus was tempted, and in all 
points like as we. Well, what is meant 
by the manifestation of God? This 
would be, as Webster puts it, “to make 
known, evident to the senses, especial- 
ly to the sight.” Then we conclude 
there must be quality and character 
for men to follow after. 1 Tim. 3:16: 
“And without controversy great is the 
mystery of godliness: God was mani- 
fest in the flesh, justified in the Spirit, 
seen of angels, preached unto the 
Gentiles, believed on in the world, 
received up into glory.” Jesus was then 


the divine manifestation of God the 
Father in the flesh, and not God. 
Then we might say Jesus was the 
divine attribute of God. 
Religious Professors 

No matter what the profession 
might be of a person, nothing but a 
good life here can fit men for a better 
life hereafter. Jesus spoke to those 
Jews who were the religious leaders of 
their day, who had in their possession 
the Old Testament, of which He said, 
in John 5:39: “Search the scriptures; 
for in them ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they which testify 
of me.” They were not ignorant; they 
were the higher classes of their day, 
yet they did not know the meaning 
of what Jesus was saying. So, Jesus 
had to manifest Himself to a lost 
world, and as Moffatt says about 
being justified in the Spirit, that He 
was vindicated by the Spirit, or de- 
fended, and laid claim to His divine 
deity. So it is with every true child of 
God in our day; if we are to express 
to a lost world we are the products of 
Christ, we must express it with our 
lives. 

The Quality and Character of God 

If we are to know the quality and 
character of God, whom we cannot 
see or hear (John 5:37: “Ye have 
neither heard his voice at any time, 
nor seen his shape), it will have to be 
based upon His Son Jesus. 


Text Explained: 

With no boundary attached to Jesus, 
such as death and life, He came here 
speaking the words of God. What were 
the words of God? Heb. 6:18: “That br 
two immutable things, in which it 
was impossible for God to lie, we might 
have a strong \consolation, who have 
fled for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope set before us.” Again, in Titus 
1:2 we read: “In hope of eternal life, 
which God, that cannot lie, promised 
before the world began.” Then from 
these two scriptures we believe if 
Jesus spoke the words of God, He 
spoke the truth, for the words of 
God would be truth. 

The Message of Jesus 

In the beginning, when Jesus stated 
His mission to the world and who He 
was, the world turned against Him, 
drove Him outside the walls of the 
church; and for the most part His life- 
work was done outside of the church. 
Some today will drive off the mes- 
sage of Jesus, when it is preached, yet 
who can win against God? Some be- 
lieve that the word “saint” indicates

Text: “He that keepeth his mouth 
keepeth his life: but he that openeth 
wide his lips shall have destruction,” 
Proverbs 13:3. 

We often associate noisé and bustle 
with great undertakings. We like to 
hear the confused murmur about a 
new building or a new bridge—the 
songs of the workers, the rattle of 
machinery, the sound of the hammer 
and the saw. Ever since the tongues 
were confused at Babel, every great 
building operation has been a babel 
of tongues and labors and sounds. 

We have recorded, however, in 1 
Kings 6:7 that the great temple of 
God was built in silence. “And the 
house when it was in building was 
built of stone made ready before it 
was brought thither; so that there 
was neither hammer nor axe nor any 
tool of iron heard in the house while 
it was in building.” Silence was one of 


@:: highest tributes that the work- 


men could give to God. 

Too often it is customary for us to 
look for God in our services in bois- 
terous manifestations. It is also com- 
mon for us to credit the value of a 
sermon by the preacher’s bodily man- 
ifestations, or by how loud he can 
speak, whether he ever tells us any- 
thing or not. Too many of us, much 
of the time, are like Elijah was as he 
fled to Mt. Horeb to seek shelter from 
the threats of Jezebel. 1 Kings 19:11, 
12 has this to say—“And he said, Go 
forth, and stand upon the mount be- 
fore the Lord. And, behold, the Lord 
passed by, and a great and strong 
wind rent the mountains, and broke 
in pieces the rocks before the Lord; 
but the Lord was not in the wind: 
and after the wind an earthquake; 
but the Lord was not in the earth- 
quake: and after the earthquake a 
fire; but the Lord was not in the fire: 
and after the fire a still small voice.” 
We look for God in noisy manifesta- 
tions because we are: in the habit of 
associating noise with God. 

It is also true that many can not go 
to God in prayer unless being heard 
for quite a distance. I realize that 
there are times when we must cry 
aloud, but there are times also that

we need to pray calmly and listen to 
God talk to us for a change. Plain, 
simple meditation before God helps 
a thousand times more at times than 
all the loud praying one could do. 

In 1 Samuel 1:13 it is written that 
Hannah prayed an answerable prayer 
to God during one of her darkest 
hours. It was a disgrace, during her 
time, for a wife to be barren. In her 
distress she told God about it, and 
God answered her prayer when Sam- 
uel was born unto her. The Bible says 
that only her lips: moved, but her 
voice was not heard; she prayed in 
her heart to God whose ears are al- 
ways open to our prayers. 

We are also guilty, many times, of 
offending others with the hasty words 
which come forth from our mouths. 
A traveler tells a story of seeing a 
curious sign painted conspicuously be- 
side a railroad where it would attract 
the attention of the engineers on 


passing trains. It read, “Shut your ash 
pan.” He asked the meaning, and a 
friend riding beside him explained. it 
was intended as a warning to engi- 
neers that they were coming to a long 
wooden bridge, and the company did 
not want any hot coals dropped on 
it, lest the bridge be set on fire. It 
set the traveler to thinking about the 
careless way in which men and wom- 
en scatter hot, provoking words, re- 
gardless of what passions they might 
set on fire. “Shut your ash pan” 
is a good warning to heed. Indiscreet 
talking is responsible for a great 
amount of mischief and heartaches. 


Charles H. Spurgeon, one of Eng- 
land’s greatest preachers of the nine- 
teenth century, had this to say about 
silence: “A man of silence is a man 
of sense.” Silence can be a blessing to 
us and others in all the adventures of 
life. 

Solomon tells us, in Ecclesiastes 
3:7, that there is a time to rend, and 
a time to sew; a time to keep silence, 
and a time to speak. God grant that 
all of us may have the wisdom and 
understanding to know when to speak 
and also when to keep silence. 








THE LIGHT

Text: Matt. 5:14, “Ye are the light 
of the world.” 

We find that there were four hun- 
dred years of spiritual darkness upon 
this world. Then after that long 
silence and darkness the voice of 
Jehovah was heard again. Matthew 3 
relates that John the Baptist 
preached in the wilderness of Judea 
and prepared the way for the Lord 
Jesus. In the first chapter of St. John 
we read “in the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God.

“But ye are a chosen gen- 
eration, a royal priesthood, a holy na- 
tion, a peculiar people; that ye should 
shew forth the praises of him who 
hath called you out of darkness into 
his marvellous light,” 1 Peter 2:9.

When a per- 
son begins to live slack, his light be- 
gins to go out. Matt. 7:21, “Not every 
one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of hea- 
ven: but he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven.”

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MISSIONARIES RETURN TO MIDDLE EAST 
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On March 29, at noon, the Reverend 
and Mrs. D. B. Hatfield left New 
York by air to go to their post in the 

iddle East. Brother Hatfield has 
been serving as superintendent of 
this area for approximately three 
years. He will be making his head- 
quarters at Nicosia, on the Island of 
Cyprus, which is only an overnight 
ship ride to Egypt and a few hours 
from Palestine. Because of the 
strained relations between Egypt and 
Palestine, and to prevent weeks and 
weeks of waiting, it became necessary 
to have a clearing point in entering 
each country, thus Cyprus is the 
ideal location. 

Egypt will allow only a limited stay 
in her country; in Palestine, living 
costs are terribly skyrocketed, which 
makes it prohibitive for missionaries 
to live there, for the Jews from every 
nation under heaven are returning 

to their own country and their one- 
Qye201 flag. They have taken up all 

the available housing facilities; in 
fact, last November we saw thousands 
of families living in tents and huts 
waiting for houses. 

When Brother and Sister Hatfield 
first went to Palestine the war clouds 
between the Jews and Arabs were 
gathering fast. Being requested to go 
to Egypt, he left only a few days be- 
fore the actual fighting began. In 
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Rev. and Mrs. D. B. Hatfield and Children 


Egypt the shells burst and the bullets 
whistled over their little home, and 
many nights they lay flat on the floor 
praying that in some way God would 
undertake so that the gospel could go 
to these people. Once during a cholera 
plague, when thousands had died and 
their bodies were burned in order to 
stop this epidemic, Little Sheralyn took 
a severe attack of something they 
thought to be cholera, but God was 
merciful and spared the child’s life, 
for which all of us were thankful. 
While in Egypt last summer, I heard 
from a reliable source that many of 
the nationals, to avoid having the 
bodies of their loved ones burned, 
placed the corpse on carts, covered 
them with cabbage, and brought them 
up with the cabbage into the cities. 
Then at night they buried their dead 
in the cemeteries. 

The Church work in Egypt has 
shown progress through all the dif- 
ficulties and many hindrances. It 
was late last October that the Hat- 
fields returned to give the Mission 
Board a graphic picture of the possi- 
bilities and great opportunities 
of the Middle East. The Gener- 
al Overseer and i, being scheduled 
to go to India to handle the 
serious situation that threatened 
the whole work of the Church of God 
in India, visited Palestine and made 






a rather thorough investigation of 
this field. Upon our return we met 
with the Mission Board, and it was 
decided that Brother Hatfield should 
return to Cyprus for his headquarters, 
since living costs there are better. 

Please pray for the Hatfields. They 
are not only facing the devil we know, 
but must meet head-on the fierce 
opposition of the Arabs and Moham- 
medans, as well as the careless atti- 
tude of the Nationalistic Jews, who 
glory in the restoration of their literal 
kingdom rather than in the heavenly. 

We have 26 churches in Egypt. In 
Cairo- one church has had services 
every night, I believe for 26 years. 
They have raised a considerable sum 
of money to apply on a much-needed 
larger building. A number of other 
places are struggling to build. Anyone 
wishing to assist them, remember we 
will gladly help you to be a blessing to 
them. We have a nice little mission in 
Bethlehem, our Saviour’s birthplace, 
and of prospective location in Jeru- 
salem. You should pray for the work 
in Palestine, and I may say, help the 
Lord answer your prayers.

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The Parents’ Responsibility to the Child 


By REV. C. D. COLEMAN, Pastor, Albany, Oregon 


“Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he will 
not depart from it,” Prov. 22:6. 

Since we, the Church, are losing so 
many of our children, surely someone 
is letting the fence down. We must 
keep them fenced in by providing for 
them food from the Word, warm by 
the fire of the Holy Ghost and fresh 
with the love of God. In order to do 
this we must know and abide by God’s 
teaching in His Word. 

“Train up a child.” To train up 
means to discipline, dedicate, or to 
form a proper shape. A child is one 
who is immature in judgment or life 
before maturity. This training should 
begin at birth and last as long as the 
child is under its parents’ care. To 
train up, or dedicate, simply means 
to be given to God for service. Samuel 
was a child born through prayer and 
supplication, and Hannah kept her 
promise to God by having Samuel 
trained in service to the Lord. A child 
being raised by Holy-Ghost-filled 
parents should receive the same spir- 
itual guidance and consecrated teach- 
ing which Samuel received while be- 
ing trained by Eli. 

Parents, look out for your child’s 
soul security first. Don’t waste time 
thinking of them as being young and 
innocent—get them in the altar as 
soon as possible. Then you must 
watch over them. When you see them 
err, take time to pray with them and 
show them the danger they are fac- 
ing. Sit down and talk the matter 
over with your child, then pray with 
him until victory is won. 

Training in the right way gives con- 
fidence and faith. When I was a sol- 
dier in World War II, I went through 
some tough training; but Uncle Sam 
was molding me for service. He want- 
ed me to believe in what I was being 
trained for so I would be capable of 
facing the enemy with confidence and 
faith. If our children get the proper 
training from the Bible, they can and 
they will have faith in it. 

One of the greatest errors parents 
are making is their failure to keep 
their eyes open and see the faults and 
failures in their own children. It’s 
easy enough to see why someone else’s 
child went wrong, isn’t it? But what 
about that boy and girl of yours? Do 
you allow them to talk back to you? 
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Do you fail to punish them when they 
deserve punishment? “He that spar- 
eth his rod hateth his son: but he 
that loveth him chasteneth him be- 
times,” Prov. 13:24. Don’t let the Bi- 
ble put you in the class of hating 
your child. Prove you love him by 
chastising him when it is needful. 
And, parents, here’s a warning. Don’t 
cater to the worldly desires which are 
born in us through our Adamic na- 
ture. May God have mercy on that 
parent who buys all kinds of jewelry 
for his child; who cuts their girl’s 
hair and keeps it fashioned after the 
world; who buys the child a bathing 
suit and allows him to frequent pub- 
lic bathing places; who gives him 
money for show fare. Do Holy-Ghost- 
filled parents do this? Yes, they think 
they have such a love in their hearts 
for their children until they can’t 
bear for them to be a separate people. 
They want their children to look and 
act like children of worldly parents. 
They think of their child’s natural 
feelings, not his spiritual welfare. 
Parents, don’t claim you love their 
souls and then, at the same time, 
practice giving them to the devil! 

First Samuel 8:19b, 20a gives us a 
picture of a people who didn’t want 
to be separated but chose to be as 
other nations. Too many parents 
think that “love not the world, neith- 
er the things that are in the world” 
is for them and that the children can 
accept that part of God’s Word when 
they are older. But we must say, 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go.” 

“The rod and reproof give wisdom: 
but a child left to himself bringeth his 
mother to shame.” Prov. 29:15. Keep 
that child under control. Don’t leave 
him to himself, or to be his own fa- 
ther. “Love of himself—that heritage 
of woe.” “Chasten thy son while there 
is hope, and let not thy soul spare for 
his crying,” Prov. 19:18. “Withhold 
not correction from the child: for if 
thou beatest him with the rod, he 
shall not die,” Prov. 23:13. 

This is a day when parents need to 
be teaching their children to fear the 
Lord. “Come, ye children, hearken un- 
to me: I will teach you the fear of 
the Lord,” Psalm 34:11. Get them in 
the altar; train them up to fear and 
love and serve God! “And, ye fathers, 





provoke not your children to wrath: 
but bring them up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord,” Eph. 6:4. If 
you don’t train them up in the way of 
holiness, you are provoking them to 
wrath. If you don’t train them, the 
devil will. 


Children, remember when you talk 
back to a godly parent you deserve 
punishment. “Children, obey your 
parents in the Lord: for this is right,” 
kph. 6:1. To obey is right; to disobey 
is wrong, or sin. God gives godly par- 
ents authority over their chilaren. 
Eph. 6:2a says, “Honour thy father 
and mother,” so it puts quite the same 
responsibility on both parents, even 
though the man is supposed to be 
head of the house. Some men are so 
weak they try to put all the load on 
the mother. Abraham was God’s 
friend, and God said of him, “For I 
know him, that he will command his 
children and his household after 
him,” Gen. 18:19a. 


1 Tim. 3:1, “This is a true saying, If 
a man desire the office of a bishop, 
he desireth a good work.” And part of 
the qualifications is “one that ruleth 
well his own house, having his chil- 
dren in subjection with all gravity,” 


bishop.” No, and you won’t ever 
one if you don’t desire a good work. We 
all should strive forward, and we will, 
for there’s no stopping place this side 
of eternity. No, you can’t stand still, 
for John 15:2 states, “Every branch 
in me that beareth not fruit he tak- 
eth away: and every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it 
may bring forth more fruit.” So we 
must desire a good work and be pre- 
pared that God can use us for a good 
work. 

Back to our text, Prov. 22:6. When 
a child is trained in the way of holi- 
ness, he will always know there isn’t 
another way. Don’t try to understand 
this scripture to mean that if your 
child backslides he will come back. He 
may come back, but just because this 
scripture is in God’s Word, it doesn’t, 
prove or guarantee that your chil 
will come back to God. Some die and 
are lost who have been reaised in 
Christian homes. This is all the more 
reason why parents should be alert. 
Prohibit ungodly literature and join 
the “Pathway Book Club.” Order read- 
ing material advertised in our Evangel. 
Resist the devil, and he will flee from 
you. Draw nigh to God, and He will 
draw nigh to you.

a position in the church, but it only 
represents a possession which has been 
received in the heart, and, as Jesus 
has said in Matt: 7:20: “Wherefore 
by their fruits ye shall know them.” 
This passage does not say we are to 
judge them; it only says we will know 
them. Much of our, learning can be 
had by the use of the eye. We are told 
hat 87 per cent of all impressions 
hat come to the mind of a person 
come through the eye. Jesus, speaking 
the words of God, spoke of the thing 
that was more important than all else 
—the life conduct of man. 
The Aim of Jesus 

John 4:34: “Jesus saith unto them, 
My meat is to do the will of him that 
sent me, and to finish his work.” 
Then we see the true attribute of God. 

What Did Jesus Do? 

The quality and character of God 
was expressed in Jesus Christ. He was 
blameless; He was bold; He was de- 
vout; He was faithful; He was godly; 
He was sincere; He was lowly; He was 
upright; He was undefiled; He was 
true; He was understanding; He was 
pure in heart; He was steadfast; and, 
most important of all, Jesus finished 

he work through obedience, to a lost 
Ou: and to His Father in heaven, 
through the image of Himself in His 
everyday life. The life Jesus lived be- 
fore His fellow men had more to ex- 
press to them than they could under- 
stand. 

1 John 2:6: “He that saith he abid- 
eth in him ought himself also so to 
walk, even as he walked.” This writer 
tells us if we are to claim that He 
abides in our lives, we should walk as 
He walked. 

Final Considerations 

John 6:27: “Jesus said Labour not 
for the meat which perisheth, but for 
that meat which endureth unto ever- 
lasting life, which the Son of man 
shall give unto you: for him hath God 
the Father sealed.” Jesus came from 
heaven and brought the story about 

verlasting life, something that peo- 
le could not understand when they 
were told about it. 

A lesson we learn from the life of 
Jesus is that if we will convince a 
world of unbelievers, the way we live 
will be the best method by which to 
accomplish it. We must be steadfast in 
our convictions, faithful unto the 
end. We must be pure in heart, with 
an undefiled temple; live upright be- 
fore God and man; and, most of all, 
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be very obedient to His divine Word of 
truth. 

Hebrews 12:2: “Looking unto Jesus 
the author and finisher of our faith; 
who for the joy that was set before 
him endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God.” Here was 
the aim of our Example. He had a 
mission, and He completed that mis- 
sion as far as His life here was con- 
cerned; yet, the final work is still 
being done to-day, which will com- 
plete the work of our Lord at some 
distant date in the future. 

Hebrews 7:25: “Wherefore he is able 
also to save them that come unto God 
by him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them.” Yes, some- 
thing must be done in the hearts of 
men, if they are to get to heaven, and, 
that is, they must all be saved from 
sin. 

John 11:26: Jesus told a _ close 
friend, “And whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die. Be- 
lievest thou this?” This will be nec- 
essary, sinner friend, if you are to 
ever be made a partaker of that heav- 
enly calling in God. 

Our Modern Day 


It might suffice you to know that 
we are living in a day when many 
earthly things are being made mani- 
fest to our knowledge; and we ap- 
preciate all this learning; but, friend; 
man is still at a loss to prove much 
about God. Inventions might come 
and go and knowledge increase be- 
yond measure, still, with no knowl- 
edge of God and His love for us, 
methods and plans will not find God, 
unless they are based upon faith. 

The Holy Ghost flows through our 
bodies, not plans and methods. People 
are being instructed in many fields to- 
day, which makes living conditions 
better. Can it be that men go to hell 
today without knowing about it? God 
forewarned man in the very start, 
Genesis 2:17. God knew the danger 
that lay ahead. John 3:34: “For he 
whom God hath sent speaketh the 
words of God: for God giveth not the 
Spirit by measure unto him.” If men 
go out into eternity without the knowl- 
edge of God, they will go out over 
the shed blood of His Son, the words 
which He spoke, and the life which 
He lived, for He was the attribute of 
God who came and lived among men, 
that we might know the way, and 
afterward follow that path, that we 
too might be the attribute of God 
likewise.

the countries where they have control 
that they are the greatest obstacles 
of propagating the truth. Natives are 
kept in ignorance and superstition. 
How can such a system claim alle- 
giance to Christ and have such a fol- 
lowing when guilty of such indict- 
ments? Some have thought Paul had 
reference to the head of this system 
in 2 Thess. 2:3-12, but a mere refer- 
ence to history will clear that up. This 
system was not in existence in Paul’s 
day. _ 

Now let us clear up some questions 
that may have arisen in your minds 
in respect to the arguments presented. 
There are a number of reasons why 
we cannot agree with Lord Cobham 
and others as to the Pope being the 
antichrist.

We need not fear, for if we 
are saved and ready to meet Jesus, 
who comes in power and great glory in 
the air, his power will never reach us.
